BAILOUT? 


COMMUTER CREDIT MIGHT NOT 
MAKE SENSE FOR ALL BIKE RIDERS

It was one of the more quirky provisions 
attached to the $700 billion financial 
bailout plan: a $20 monthly benefit for 
employees who regularly bike to work. 

The bike commuter benefit is scheduled 
to go into effect Jan. i, but one of the main 
problems is few companies are ready to 
implement it. Several say they don’t even 
know how it would work, and they need 
guidance from the Internal Revenue Service, 
which is unlikely to arrive before year-end. 

That’s likely to disappoint the growing 
throng of commuters who cycled to work 
last summer as gas prices hit $4 a gallon, 
some of whom will continue to ride 
through much of the winter. 

“People who regularly bike to work 
are looking forward to using the benefit. 


People expect to get it,” said Dave 
Glowacz, author of “Urban Bikers’ Tricks 
& Tips,” who goes by the name Mr. Bike. 

But even if Glowacz’s hardcore cyclist 
friends are aware of the benefit, many 
corporations are playing catch-up. 

“There isn’t a whole lot {of information} 
out there,” saidjulieann Vukovich, director 
of human resources at Chicago advertising 
agency Cramer-Krasselt. 

Here is what the legislation spells 
out: Commuters can receive $20 in 
reimbursement for any month during 
which an employee “regularly uses the 
bicycle for a substantial portion of the 
travel between the employee’s residence 
and place of employment.” 

However, the benefit comes with a 
major qualification that makes it a lot less 


attractive than it appears, human resource 
experts say 

Commuters who use the bike benefit 
can’t be participants in other transit 
benefit programs, including those that 
reimburse for parking, train tickets and 
subway and bus passes. 

Those programs allow commuters to 
use as much as $120 a month in 2009 
pretax dollars to pay their expenses, saving 
someone in the 28 percent tax bracket 
about $34 a month. In contrast, allocating 
$20 in pretax dollars to biking produces a 
tax savings of $5.60 a month. 

And because only the hardiest 
Chicagoans commute by bike year-round, 
switching back and forth between transit 
benefits may not be worth the hassle. 

Vukovich estimates that only i percent 
of Cramer-Krasselt’s 250 Chicago 
employees bike year-round, so right now 
there’s not much of a payoff for exploring 
implementation of the program.

BAGHDAD It gives fresh meaning to the phrase 
shooed away 

President Bush ducked a pair of shoes hurled 
at his head— one after the other— in the middle 
of a news conference Sunday with Iraqi Prime 
Minister Nouri al-Maliki. 

Both shoes narrowly missed and thumped 
loudly against the wall behind the leaders. 

“So what if the guy threw a 
shoe at me?” Bush said, com- 
paring the action to political 
protests in the U.S. 

“If you want the facts, it 
was a size 10,” he joked. 

The shoe attack came as Bush and al-Maliki 
were about to shake hands. The assailant— later 
identified as TV correspondent Muntadar al- 
Zeidi— leaped from his chair and hurled his 
footwear at the president, who was about 20 
feet away 

“This is the end,” he yelled. 

The crowd descended on al-Zeidi, who works 
for Al-Baghdadia TV, an Iraqi-owned station 
based in Cairo. He was wrestled to the ground 
and then hauled away Later, a trail of fresh blood 
could be seen on the carpet, although the source 
was not known. 

In Iraqi culture, throwing shoes at someone is 
a sign of contempt. 

Bush visited the Iraqi capital just 37 days 
before he hands the war off to his successor, 
Barack Obama, who has pledged to end it. The 
president wanted to highlight a drop in violence 
and to celebrate a recent U.S.-Iraq security agree- 
ment, which calls for U.S. troops to withdraw 
from Iraq by the end of 2011. 

“The war is not over,” Bush said, adding that 
“it is decisively on its way to being won.” 

Nearly 150,000 U.S. troops remain in Iraq. 
More than 4,209 members of the U.S. military 
have died in the conflict, which has cost U.S. tax- 
payers $576 billion since it began.

Waking up 
is hard to do 

For radio DJs, hosting the 
morning show is a primo 
gig-though waking up 
before the crack of dawn 
isn’t their favorite part. 

DJs Brian Sherman and 
Steve Tingle, hosts of 
“Sherman and Tingle” 
on Q101 (101.1-FM),are 
adjusting to their early- 
bird schedules after they 
were moved, in August, 
from an afternoon slot to 
the morning show, which 
starts broadcasting at 6 
a.m. 

“I don’t think I’ll ever get 
used to it,” said Sherman, a 
self-professed night owl. 
Sherman said he wakes 
up automatically at 2:58 
a.m.-two minutes before 
his alarm is set to go 
off- because he hates 
the beeping of his alarm 
clock. But he’s pooped. 

He doesn’t go to bed until 
8:30 or 9 p.m., and he 
tries not to nap because 
he won’t be able to fall 
asleep. Sherman said his 
saving grace is his daily 
coffee at about 5 a.m., but 
Tingle teases that he’s still 
grumpy. 

Tingle said his secret to 
early-morning cheer is 
to avoid the temptation 
to nap so he can get to 
sleep at 7 p.m. every night, 
giving him a solid eight 
hours of sleep before his 
alarm clock goes off at 3 
a.m. 

Morning show producer 
Lou Lombardo, who has 
been waking up pre-dawn 
for the past three years, 
has a more elaborate 
system. First, his cell 
phone alarm goes off next 
to his head. Ten minutes 
later, an alarm clock goes 
off in his bathroom. 

Most important, 

Lombardo said, he fights 
the urge to hit the snooze 
button. 

“Snooze is the devil.”

REDEYE 

So there you are, peacefully nestled under your 
comforter, when the shrill shriek of morning star- 
tles you out of your slumber. 

Please, you beg as you blindly reach for the 
magic button on your alarm clock. Just five more 
minutes. 

Snooze. Snooze again. 

Snooze— if you dare— a 
third time. 

By the time you peel 
yourself off your sheets, 
you’ve snoozed away a 
chance at breakfast or a 
shower, so you shuffle off 
to work in a cranky daze, 
wondering if your boss 
still believes you when you 
blame the CTA. 

Barring a wake-up call 
from the FBI — to which 
Gov Blagojevich surely 
can attest must be an 
effective way to get you 
up and going— waking 
up is hard to do, particu- 
larly as the cold, gloomy 
days of winter leave little 
incentive to abandon the 
warmth of bed. 

December, with its shortest days of the year, can 
prove especially taxing, as the lack of daylight can 
de-energize the body, and in extreme cases, can 
lead to Seasonal Affective Disorder. December 
also tends to be the dreariest month of the year in 
Chicago, with an average of just 40 percent sun- 
shine, said Frank Wachowski, a Chicago-based cli- 
matologist with the National Weather Service. 

But don’t despair, sleepyheads, because we can 
reprogram ourselves to wake up earlier. Don’t hit 
the snooze button, don’t sleep in on weekends and 
take advantage of an important thing called morn- 
ing light. 

Our bodies’ internal clocks have cycles that run 
longer than 24 hours, so we need morning light 
to keep our natural clocks on a 24-hour day, said 
Charmane Eastman, director of the Biological 
Rhythms Research Lab at Rush University Medical 
Center. If we allowed our bodies to “free run,” 
without external cues, we’d wake up later and later 
each day, she said. 

The problem is that many people sleep later on 
the weekends, depriving them of morning light 
and throwing them off of the 24-hour cycle when 
Monday rolls around, Eastman said. 

“People should always wake up at the same 
time every the morning to get the morning light,” 


Eastman said. Even if you stay out partying until 
the wee hours on weekend nights, it’s better to 
wake up early and then take a one- to three-hour 
nap later on rather than sleep in, she said. 

We are genetically predisposed to be night peo- 
ple or morning people, so it takes more effort for 
night owls to adjust their body clocks to work and 
society’s demands— or what Eastman calls “the tyr- 
anny of the early bird. ’’Taking melatonin, a natural 
hormone sold in drugstores as a sleeping pill, might 
help you get to sleep when your body might not 
otherwise be ready to, Eastman said. 

“For me, as a night owl, it’s a constant struggle,” 
Eastman said. “It’s like a diet: When you slip, it’s 
really hard to get back to where you were.” 

Felix Jung, 34, has successfully transformed from 
night owl to early riser. 

Jung, who lives in Logan Square, used to stay up 
until 2 a.m. updating his blog, and then drag him- 
self out of bed at 8:15 a.m. with just enough time 
to get to work. But he decided to switch his blog 
work to the morning to free up his evenings to 


spend with his fiance. Now he gets up at 6:30 a.m. 
every day and credits his morning routine— wake 
up, put on bathrobe, browse Web sites, blog— with 
keeping him disciplined. 

“It’s about having something to look forward 
to,” said Jung, director of design services for soft- 
ware company Emmis Interactive. 

It probably also helps that Jung no longer stares 
at his computer screen at night. Watching TV or 
Web surfing late at night make it hard for people to 
fall asleep because the bright lights trick the body 
into thinking it’s daytime. 

Getting enough sleep is paramount to waking 
up well, and seven to eight hours a night is healthi- 
est. But waking up still can be painful even with 
plenty of sleep, depending on when during your 
sleep cycle our alarm goes off 
The sleep cycle, which lasts 90 to 100 min- 
utes, is made up of five stages, and the natural 
time to wake up is after the REM stage— the last 
stage— when your mind is active and dreaming. If 
you wake up during REM or the first two stages.

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which are light-sleep, you’re still pretty alert. 
If you wake during deep sleep, in the third 
and fourth stages, you’re groggiest. 

Diana Ozimek, owner and instructor for 
Windy City Adventure Boot Camp, which 
holds morning workout groups, said she enjoys 
waking up early as “it gets things done.” 

But it’s no easy task. 

Ozimek’s first alarm clock goes off at 4:20 
a.m., an alarm on her watch goes off a few 
minutes later, and ultimately her two dogs, 
eager to pee, get her out of bed. 

“The hardest part is getting your feet on 
the ground,” said Ozimek, 34, who lives in 
Lakeview. 

Exercising in the morning is a good way to 
wake up. If you can’t get yourself to the gym, 
Ozimek suggests jumping rope for 10 minutes 
or doing yoga (don’t stretch first thing out of 
bed, because your body isn’t warm). 

Eating breakfast also is key: Include pro- 
tein and carbs, such as egg whites and oatmeal 


or fruit, to get the body’s metabolism going, 
Ozimek said. 

Craig Rylander was accustomed to working 
late nights at a bar when he took on the morn- 
ing shift at Lincoln Park Athletic Club. 

Charged with opening the gym at 4:45 a.m., 
Rylander set two alarms: one beside his head, 
and the second across the room so he was 
forced to get out of bed to turn it off 

There were a few times, he said, when 
he slept through both, so he added a third 
alarm. 

Now Rylander, 23, gets up at the first ring 
of the alarm clock at 3:45 a.m., knowing that 
he has to leave his Rogers Park home by 4:06 
a.m. in order to make his 4:13 a.m. train. He 
has come to enjoy the quiet of the morning, 
but ultimately he gets up, he said, because he 
has to. 

“Especially in this economy, to have a job to 
wake up for, that’s some incentive.”

Universities 
pushing aid 
for students

Shammrie Brown was sure he would have 
to drop out of Aurora University when he 
learned that he couldn’t register for next 
semester without paying the balance of his 
tuition. 

Brown, 21, who is from Grand Rapids, 
Mich., had begun saying goodbye when a 
friend told him about a new grant program 
the university established in response to the 
economic crisis. 

He applied and was approved. His balance 
was paid. 

Colleges and universities across the region 
are trying to help students stay in school, 
offering additional financial aid, increasing 
wages for work-study jobs and even lowering 
tuition. 

They say the force of this recession— with 
its record unemployment levels, skyrocket- 
ing foreclosure rates and the accompanying 
credit crisis— has made life particularly hard 
for students and their families. 

Most of the colleges making the various 
kinds of emergency efforts are smaller, pri- 
vate schools. A spokesman for the University 
of Illinois system said the state universities 
are strapped for cash. 

Still, there’s limited help available on many 
campuses. 

Concordia University in River Forest will 
increase the amount of its merit-based schol- 
arship by up to $2,000 for students starting 
school next fall, a spokeswoman said. 

“Each student comes here with the goal of 
achieving their dream of a college education,” 
said Evelyn Burdick, vice president for enroll- 
ment and marketing. “We would love not to 
ever lose a student because of financial rea- 
sons.” 

Some colleges, including DePaul and 
Northwestern, say they are responding to 
students’ needs on a case-by-case basis. 

DePaul University has already increased 
aid for those who have seen a significant 
change in their financial circumstances, a 
spokeswoman said. Northwestern University 
spokesman Alan Cubbage said families who 
saw their savings depleted may apply for addi- 
tional assistance. But the university does not 
yet know how many will inquire. 

“It’s still early,” said Cubbage. 

“We just don’t know exactly what this is 
going to be.”

Illinois Republican Party leaders are launch- 
ing a TV campaign to push their position 
that a special election should be called to 
fill the vacancy caused by President-elect 
Obama’s departure, a move to prevent a 
Senate appointment by scandal-scarred 
Gov Blagojevich or Lt. Gov Pat Quinn if 
he takes over the top job.

“Blagojevich Democrats like Pat Quinn 
did nothing to stand up to Governor 
Blagojevich and his ethical lapses,” said Joe 
Birkett, the DuPage County state’s attor- 
ney 

Birkett questioned why “Pat Quinn stood 
silent” when they ran together in 2006, 
when it was known that Blagojevich was 
the “eye of the storm.” 


LEGAL OPTIONS 

Meanwhile, on Saturday, Blagojevich met 
with a renowned Chicago criminal lawyer 
as he weighed his legal options. 

The Democratic governor had a four- 
hour meeting with Ed Genson in the 
lawyer’s downtown office. Genson has 
defended newspaper baron Conrad Black, 
R. Kelly and numerous public figures on 
corruption charges, earning a reputation 
as the lawyer big shots call when they get 
in a bind in Chicago. 

Genson confirmed the two met but 
wouldn’t discuss details of their dialogue. 
When asked if he would take the case, 
Genson said: “We’ll make our mutual 
decision on Monday.’’ ap 



State Rep. Aaron Schock, a Peoria 
Republican who will join the US. Congress 
next month, said the choice of the next 
US. senator should be in the hands of the 
Illinois electorate. Neither Blagojevich nor 
Quinn should be allowed to make the US. 


Senate appointment, Schock said. 

Impeachment should begin immediately, 
Schock said. 

The Democratic-led House and Senate 
have brought the legislators back to 
Springfield this week to vote on a special 
election. 

The Republicans downplayed the cost of 
a special election, with some suggesting the 
special election could be run in conjunc- 
tion with local elections set to be held in 
Eebruary and April. 

“You can’t place a price on good govern- 
ment,” Schock said. 

The Republican grassroots plan, 
put together by GOP Chairman Andy 
McKenna, includes TV ads calling for a 
special election and a new Web site, friends 
ofblago.com. Republicans also will begin a 
series of phone calls into legislative districts 
throughout the state and ask them to urge 
their legislators to support passage of a spe- 
cial election.

CTA uses video to grow 


It is railroad reconstruction in overdrive: crews rebuilding 
a nearly century-old curve along the CTA Loop elevated 
tracks in about five minutes. 

The recently completed work to replace about i,ooo 
feet of track, rail ties and train signals at Wabash Avenue 
and Lake Street was actually done over an entire weekend 
in October. But a stunning time-lapse video that was shot 
over the course of the 54 hours condensed the work into 
five minutes. 

An edited version of the video that runs about a min- 
ute and a half is available at chicagotribune.com/gettmg 
around. 

The project involved a highly choreographed process 
of demolishing the old tracks and installing new rails in 


a slightly different alignment to make the ride smoother 
and reduce wear-and-tear on trains, officials said. 

But the time-lapse video was not made for sheer 
entertainment. The purpose of the video was to identify 
efficiencies that could be used in future projects to 
minimize service disruptions, said Christopher Bushell, 
CTA director of power and way. 

Videotaping the work was not aimed at identifying 
individuals who possibly weren’t working hard, Bushell 
said, but he added “accountability is a big consider- 
ation.” 

CTA President Ron Huberman said the transit agency 
was evaluating how often the workers stood still to mea- 
sure their productivity

A redesigned CTA Web site pre- 
mieres Tuesday. Only the Web 
address is the same: transit 
chicago.com. 

The purpose of redeveloping 
the site from the ground up is to 
“give people information when 
they want it and where they 
want it,’’ said Graham Garfield, 
CTA general manager of cus- 
tomer information. 

And starting in early 2009, 
the CTA will offer customers a 
free sign-up for e-mail and text 
message alerts about emergen- 
cies, said Tony Coppoletta, CTA 
manager of external electronic 
communications.

Chicken of the city 


Just past a busy intersection in this West Side 
neighborhood, a flock of hens softly cluck 
about the yard, seemingly oblivious to the 
stares of a nearby alley cat. 

They are “like pets with eggs,” said Donna 
Knezek, who along with her partner Liz Sharp 
keeps five hens in a chicken coop outside her 
East Garfield Park home. “It’s important to 
know where your food comes from.” 

Odd as it may sound, it’s legal to keep chick- 
ens and roosters in Chicago (though slaughter- 
ing the animals is prohibited). A year ago, an 
alderman from the Southwest Side failed to 
advance an ordinance banning the barnyard 
animals from their city roosts. 

Since then, the idea of raising chickens has 
only become more attractive to urbanites, 
especially “locavores” who like knowing their 
plate of eggs came from their own backyard. 
The birds also eat bugs and weeds, they happily 
devour food scraps like wilted lettuce and car- 
rot tops, and their manure can be composted 
into garden fertilizer. 

Signs of the burgeoning urban chicken move- 
ment include a bimonthly magazine called 
Backyard Poultry, which started publishing in 


2006, as well as popular Web sites and blogs 
including backyardchickens.com and urban 
chickens.net. 

“It’s exploding all over the country,” said 
Martha Boyd, program director for Angelic 
Organics Learning Center in Woodlawn, 
which offered a workshop on basic back- 
yard chicken care for Chicago residents last 
month. 

Within 48 hours, the 30 -spot workshop had 
sold out. Angelic plans to hold another class 
March 21. 

The crowing is something urban chicken 
advocates caution against. 

The noise is partly what motivated Chicago 
Aid. Lona Lane (i8th) to try to prohibit chick- 
ens in Chicago last November. 

Lane has other concerns as well. She railed 
against the ritual slaughtering of chickens, 
which remains illegal, and she fears the birds 
might spread disease. 

Lane lost the fight to outlaw the birds in 
Chicago’s residential neighborhoods, but she 
said she is considering legislation after the holi- 
days to ban the birds just in the slice of Chicago 
she represents. 


Emissions test spews lots of stress 


Over the past two years, Daryl Daniels took his 
1996 Ford Escort to state emissions testing facili- 
ties nine times. 

Nine times his car was rejected. 

Discouraging, but Daniels wasn’t giving up. 

He took the aging Escort to three different 
mechanics, shelling out more than $600. None of 
them fixed the vehicle so it would pass the state’s 
emissions test. 

Without passing, the South Sider was told he 
could not renew his license plates. 


And without license plates, he couldn’t techni- 
cally drive the car back to the testing station. 

Daniels applied for a hardship waiver from the 
state, saying he had met the Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency’s key requirement: He had 
spent more than $450 on repairs, and his car had 
failed the test more than once. 

The state denied his application, saying he did 
not use a “recognized repair technician,” and that 
during the most recent tests, his car hadn’t failed— 
it was merely rejected. 


Hoping to help his son get back on the road, 
Daniels’ father, Floyd Daniels, e-mailed the 
Tribune’s problem solver What’s Tour Problem? 

The Problem Solver called the Illinois EPA, 
which oversees the emissions testing program. 
Steve Thorpe, the agency’s manager of compliance 
assurance, said Daniels had been getting the car 
fixed by unqualified mechanics. 

Thorpe’s office told Floyd Daniels to go to an 
authorized mechanic, get an estimate, then contact 
a specific person with the state. Daniels complied. 

On Monday, the younger Daniels went to a 
Secretary of State office and renewed the plates.

degrees to slow their metabolism. 

“That’s important for mankind. But if 
the funding situation doesn’t improve, 
we’ll have to stop collecting.” 

But the one at Wakehurst Place, about 
30 miles south of London, says it’s the 
only global facility of its kind, unique for 
its focus on wild species, not just crops. 

It says it aims to store a quarter of the 
world’s species by 2020, and could even- 
tually house half of them. It currently has 
25,000 species and 1.5 billion seeds.

Lil strummer boy 


Weezy is hopping 
genres and playing 
the guitar— or is he?

Lil Wayne: guitar hero. Who’d have thunk 
it? 

Seems like every time you see the frog- 
gy-voiced rap superstar these days, he’s 
got a guitar strapped over his shoulder. Or 
he’s noodling tunelessly on one. Or, most 
often, he’s just pretending to play— even 
if the song he’s performing has no guitar. 

For evidence, look no further than 
three of the Cash Money Millionaire’s 
recent appearances. 

Last month, Lil Wayne (whose “Tha 
Carter IH” is 2008’s best-selling album 
with more than 2.5 million copies) became 
the first rapper ever to perform at the 
Country Music Awards, appearing with 
Kid Rock for his mash-up hit ‘All Summer 
Long.” Wearing a Tennessee Titans jersey, 
Weezy gripped the neck of his electric 
guitar, executing a blistering solo. But not 


a single note of it could be heard over the 
P.A. Meanwhile, the band’s “real” guitar- 
ist— a member of Rock’s backing band, 
wearing a shirt emblazoned with “Joe the 
Strummer”— was com- 
ing across loud and clear. 

Maybe someone forgot 
to plug Weezy in? 

Hopping genres again 
in the video for Kevin 
Rudolf’s crossover hit 
“Let It Rock,” the rapper is filmed playing 
what appears to be a Fender Jazzmas ter, 
demonstrating shades of Eddie Van 
Halen; he looks to be shredding through 
yet another flamboyant solo. 

Never mind that the guitar is not used 
until later (and those few notes are played 
by Rudolf, not Lil Wayne), the message is 
implicit: Weezy is a rock star, an aspiring 
David Bowie even, if you consider the 
refrain of his song “Phone Home”: “We 
are not the same. I am a Martian.” 

Although Lil Wayne’s got the slump- 
ing stance and intensity of a golden gui- 
tar god down pat, his technique can be 
distracting for anyone who knows their 


way around a six-string. 

In the video for his latest single, “Mrs. 
Officer/Comfortable,” he sits on the hood 
of a police car picking at a red acoustic. 

It provides a somewhat 
jarring juxtaposition 
with the fiamenco-esque 
strains sampled in the 
song to see Weezy work- 
ing away at the bottom 
of the instrument’s neck 
with his thumb (as opposed to strumming 
down the fret board with a pick). 

Lil Wayne has a history of faking the 
funk: One of the first times he was seen 
picking up an ax was in his 2006 “Leather 
So Soft” video— near the end, the back- 
ing track gives way to his amateurish 
fumblings. 

Of course, Weezy^s so-awful-theyre- 
brilliant noodlings reached their apogee 
in April, when he performed his No. i 
hit “Lollipop” on “Saturday Night Live.” 
Again, he whipped out his guitar and 
gave it his all, proving he wouldn’t know 
a chord if it were wrapped around his 
tremolo bar.

Travis Stork wasn’t searching for fame; it found 
him. 

In 2005, Stork was working as an emer- 
gency room doctor in Colorado when he was 
approached to be on “The Bachelor,” 

“I was out to dinner with some friends when 
the casting director ,„ asked if I was single 
and would like to be on the show,” Stork told 
RedEye recently ‘At first I said no, but my 
friends eventually talked me into it, {And] a 
month later, I was in Paris,” 

After giving Sarah Stone the final rose on 
the Season 8 finale in 2006, Stork became a 
frequent guest on the “Dr, Phil” show Last 
year. Dr, Phil McGraw asked him to be one 
of the experts on the syndicated series “The 
Doctors,” which airs at 5 p,m, daily on WCIU- 
TV, 

“I never thought I would be on TV, let alone 
on a show like ‘The Doctors,’ where I can help 
so many people,” he said. 

Stork is one of four physicians on the show 
who delve into medical questions that range 
from the obesity epidemic to the health ben- 
efits of sex, 

“We will talk about anything on the show 
and answer questions many people have but 
are too afraid to ask,” Stork said, “We do it 
tastefully” 

“The Doctors” was the fastest-growing syn- 
dicated series this season, and last week was 
renewed for another season. It is the No, i 
new syndicated show among Chicago viewers, 
according to Nielsen Media Research, 

During a recent visit to Chicago to pro- 
mote the show. Stork sat down with RedEye 
to answer some non-medical questions. 


What's the most Interesting emergency room 
case you've seen? 

Every case that comes in over the dispatch 
is exciting. When you’re holding someone’s 
heart in your hands or holding someone’s 
chest together it hits you, {But] with more 
experience I’ve found that the emotional 
cases are most impactful. You get used to the 
crazy ambulance sirens and chaos, but having 
to deal with a very sick infant or a {trauma] 
victim, that affects me the most. 

Have you ever had a patient develop a crush 
on you? What would you do If it happened? 

Not to my knowledge. In the ER, you treat 
acute cases and typically never see {the 
patients] again, I don’t know what I’d do in 
that situation. 

How about on 'The Doctors"— any fans fall 
for you? 

No comment! 

What does "an apple a day keeps the doctor 
away" mean to you? 

You know, it’s an interesting figure of speech, 
but it has some measure of truth. Apples have 
natural sugar, which gives you energy, and anti- 
oxidants, which prevent cancer and help with 
aging. It’s much better than ‘ATvinkie a day 

What's the best advice you've ever gotten, 
and who gave It to you? 

I would say, “Just be yourself” In high school 
I was reading Shakespeare {“Hamlet,” he 
said later] and came across the phrase, “This 
above all: To thine ovm self be true,” It’s stuck 
with me ever since, I think the best advice is 
to figure out who you are and be that.
